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THEME 
THE BIRTH OF THE BLUES 


We of the “Elks”, in keeping our “Theme” within the scope of Historical facts of our State 
and area, must tely on history which certainly associates the “Birth of the Blues’? with Mis- 
sissippi . . . Big Bill Broonzy, one of the earliest exponents of the Blues, wrote ‘For me to 
sing the old Blues that I learned in my native Mississippi, I have to go back to my sound, 


and not the chords that the Musicians have told me to make. They just don’t work with the 
real Blues. The Blues didn’t come out of no book, but those chords did.”’ 


The first Blues, ever published or known as such, was the “Memphis 3lues’’ composed 
by W. C. Handy and immediately featured by Dr. Edward Cupero, Muscal director (at 
that time) of the famous Lew Dockstaders Ministrels, featuring the trombone section of the 
band. Later came the St. Louis Blues, the Beal Street Blues, Livery Stable Blues, and still 
later, the Basin Street Blues. (Dr. Cupero, at his death, was proffessor of music at Spring- 
hill College, Mobile, Alabama.) 


Contrary to the opinion of many, the transition of the Blues to Jazz did not originate in 
New Orleans; its form took root from the many bands playing in the Mississippi Delta 
(Handy’s) and on the Steamboats on the Mississippi River (Bud Scott, Natchez) and Joe 
White’s band from Jackson. These bands played for all State affairs, Carnivals, etc., pat- 
ticularly around Natchez, which in those days had one of the most celebrated Mardi Gras 
celebrations in the country. 


Dr. Edmund Souchon, the noted historian of modern Jazz wrote — “That tt was at the 
turn of the Century that Emile (Stalebread) Lacoume and Nick La Rocco organized their 
bands, Lacoumes being known as “The Spasm Band” and La Rocco's “The Original Dixie- 
land Jass Band’? (Later changed to Jazz). These bands playing in the Storyville sections of 
New Orleans, and at Bucktown, were heard by Harry James, who immediately signed ‘The 
Dixieland Band”. to play at Big Jim Colisimos in Chicago, later going to Reisenwebers in 
New York where they became famous, thus setting the pattern of Jazz as we know it to- 
day. (Dr. Souchon is now active in the Jazz Museum, New Orleans.) 


The Blues came to the Coast of Mississippi through the early efforts of such noted Must- 
cians as the Brunies Brothers, the Gallos, the Bertuccis, Wingy Manone, Alex Stratikis and 
others, some of who are still playing along the coast today. It was not until World War One 
that this form of entertainment moved towards Bourbon Street . . . being made famous in 
the area of Marias, Robinson, Basin, Iberville and Beinville in old Storyville. Tonight we 
salute Birth of The Blues and the Mississippians who were a part of it.

GARDEN SANITATION 

Camellia Flower Blight continues to 
spread and is the most serious of all 
diseases affecting camellias. Scales. 
insect enemies and even root-rot and 
dieback are’ serious but are more 
easily controlled. 

Garden sanitation is a year-round 
job but picking up and destroying 
dead flowers is especially important at 
this season. Better yet, pick flowers 
before they fall or shatter. The life 
cycle of the causal fungus lives over 
the dormant period in flowers which 
drop to the ground and are often 
buried in the mulch or soil. At season’s 
end remove and burn mulch and re- 
place with clean mulch. Soil surface 
sprays are only partially effective. 


PRUNING 
Pruning was discussed in the Janu- 
uy Camellia Journal. Prune branches 
broken during the winter winds. Large 
old plants can be rejuvenated by 
pruning before new growth. starts, 
Plants badly infected with scale should 
be thinned by selective pruning and 
lower branches which touch the 
ground removed. In this way spraying 

is much more effective. 


SPRAYING 

There are several sprays which are 
effective in control of scales. Qil-I- 
Cide (see ad for sources) is one of 
the best of the commercial sprays. 
Volek, an oil emulsion spray, as is 
Oil-I-Cide, must be used with caution. 
A freeze following oil spray defoliates 
plants. Likewise, oil sprays are injuri- 
ous during high temperatures. 

Malathion is less effective. Para- 
thion is highly toxic to humans so 
must be used with extreme caution. 

Some growers report very satisfac- 
tory results using Cygon, a systemic 
spray, which is absorbed into the plant 
itself and may be used at any season. 

Both hand and power sprayers may 
be used. A nozzle producing a fine 
mist is important. Since scales are 
usually found on the underside of 
leaves it is important to see that the 
underside is well sprayed.

FERTILL/ING 
Camellias should be fertilized at 
the end of the Howerine season and 


about the time wew erowth is begin- 
ning. Some very siccessful growers 
fertilize only once a year: others ap- 
ply a second “feedine” in June. Still 
others use a fertilizer low in nitrogen 
in September to “harden off” growth. 
A fertilizer formula with nitrogen in 
organic form is recommended. Cotton- 
seed meal as the nitrogen source is 
effective since it is slow in breaking 
down, thus providing nitrogen over a 
long period. Well rotted barnyard 
manure is effective: however. some 
srowers warn agaist using a heavy

Commercial formulas such as found 
in Reliance fertilizer, produced in Sa- 
vannah, and other Azalea-Camellia 
formulas are very effective and readily 
available. 

Do not overfertilize. It is better to 
underfertilize. Apply in a circle just 
beyond the branch tips. not close 
around the trunk. Trace elements are 
usually included in good commercial 
formulas, or may be added. Es-Min-El 
is one such preparation. These may 
be sprayed on the underside of leaves, 

The above recommendations are 
for outside plants. Greenhouse ferti- 
lizer schedules and = formulas and 
schedules are quite differcut. Liquid 
fertilizers are often used. but are more 
expensive,

@Bombproof, a structure usually 
built partly underground, designed 
to protect the occupants from shell- 
fire.

Included in the group are some of 
the largest and most impressive of 
the moths. The larvae are silkworms 
or “spinners.”

@Bona Dea (Lat., good goddess). 
Ancient Roman divinity. A goddess 
of fertility, her cult was probably 
borrowed from that of the Greek 
Demeter (Ceres), the corn goddess. 
Two festivals were held in her 
honor, one on May 1 on the Aven- 
tine hill, to commemorate the 
founding of her sanctuary; the 
other, regarded as a national cere- 
mony, on Dec. 3-4, in the house of 
a chief magistrate. The rites were 
performed by vestal virgins, and 
no man was allowed to be present. 
Great scandal was caused (62 3.c.) 
by Publius Clodius, who managed 
to secure admission by disguising 
himself as a woman. See Clodius 
Publius. 

@Bona Fide. Latin phrase mean- 
ing in good faith. Its opposite is 
mala fide, in bad faith. It is chiefly 
a legal term, although used also in 
ordinary language, and implies that 
a contract or undertaking of any 
kind has been entered into without 
any fraud, concealment, or mis- 
representation. If. this is not so 
there is a case for repudiation. 
@Bonanza. Spanish: and Portu- 
guese word meaning fair weather 
at sea or prosperity generally. It 
found its way into English through 
the miners on the Pacific coast of 
America, more or less acquainted 
with Spanish, who applied it to a 
very rich body of ore in a mine. 
Hence the famous silver deposits
